INSISTS WASHINGTON

Others Are Opposed to Giving 
America What Is Called 
Right of Veto. 


Geneva, Sept. 2 (By A. P.).—Sir 
George E. Foster, former finance 
minister of Canada, and for many 
years a leading statesman of that 
country, delivered a sharp attack at 
the world-court conference this 
afternoon on the American atti- 
tude, particularly with reference 
to the fifth reservation relative to 
adherence to the court. 

The world awaited and expected 
something more than this from the 
United States, said the Canadian 
delegate. His remarks were almost 
of a sensational character and pro- 
foundly impressed the European 
delegates. 

Sir George warned that the 
United States plan for adherence 
to the world court should not be 
interpreted as showing any change 
in the American position toward 
the League of Nations. The world, 
he declared, should rid itself of 
any idea that the United States 
was more friendly to the league. 

By this reservation whereby the 
United States demands the right of 
consent to the delivering of ad- 
visory opinion by the world court 
in questions in which it claims an 
interest, said Sir George, is vir- 
tually a command to the court— 
**You shall not do thus and so.”’ 

“That is going very far,’’ he ex- 
claimed, ‘“‘for a country which is 
outside the league.” 


_-~Mumphasizes League Link. 


The Canadian, like other speak- 
ers, constantly referred to the rela- 
tion of the court to the League of 
Nations, thus giving the impression 
that the court is closely linked with 
the league in the minds of all. 

“The League of Nations was not 
sent by the deity into the Paris con- 
ference halls, as a machine fash- 
ioned to endure forever without 
changes, but is an experiment and 
the embodiment of an ideal which 
will be improved by experience,’’ 
he continued. 

But, in his opinion, the American 
reservation created a law for the 
league for all time and inequality 
between the states. He objected to 
granting the United States a posi- 
tion of privilege, ‘“‘especially as the 
United States is outside the league,

Norfolk, Va., Sept. 2.—People of 
all denominations, incensed at the 
kidnaping of the Rev. Father V. D. 
Warren, ‘pastor of St. Joseph’s 
Catholic church, by 28 masked and 
white-robed men last night, rose 
in their might in all sections of the 
city today to demand that the au- 
thorities capture and punish the 
kidnapers. 

Pastors of the leading Protestant 
churches declared the outrage was 
the most disgraceful ever commit- 
ted upon Christianity in this section 
and nothing could be more humili- 
ating to the community. 

Father Warren was taken from 
an automobile in which he was 
seated, watching a boy band from 
St. Joseph’s school, of which he is 
director, playing at a concert in 
the open air in Princess Anne 
county. His kidnapers arrived in 
seven automobiles and dragged the 
priest from his own car. They 
took him to a lonely spot in the 
road 30 miles from Norfolk and 
put him out to find his way back 
to his home in this city as best he 
could. 

The kidnapers did not resort to 
violence, although several of them 
told their leader, ‘‘We had better 
do something to him.’”’ They ques- 
tioned him about his work among 
the colored people and stated that 
they~ did not approve of.educating 
colored boys and girls. Father War- 
ren has 800 students in his school. 

What citizens regard as the most 
alarming thing about the kidnap- 
ing is the indifference of the Prin- 
cess Anne authorities. 

Sheriff Lithfield, asked today 
what he intended to do about it, 
declared he would do nothing. 
“Why not?” he was asked. ‘‘That’s 
none of your business,” he replied. 

Tonight Protestants and Catho- 
lics alike are appealing to Gov.

ACTED TO LAST CURTAIN 


Ben Welch, the Jewish comedian, 
who for five years had not seen the 
footlights behind which he played, 
died yesterday in a hospital at 
Kings Park, Long island, according 
to advices received here. He died 


of pneumonia which developed 
after he was taken to the hospital 
suffering from paresis. 

The light failed for Welch on a 
stage here in 1921, but he went 
through with his act, it was not 
for some time that his audience 
knew of his ailment. Welch’s part 
in the cast ‘Jimmie’ was clownish 
antics and by dint of his courage 
he was able to stumble around on 
the stage as well in the dark as in 
the light. 

He was stricken just before he 
left New York with the cast. Riding 
to a theater a fog developed before 
him. He rubbed his eyes but the 
fog became thicker. Several nights 
later in Washington his sight en- 
tirely failed. If anything, it caused 
him to be clumsier, which better 
fitted his part, and even when ocu- 
lists informed him that his sight 
was permanently gone he continued 
with His act. 

He went into vaudeville after 
‘Jimmie’ had its run and appeared 
on the stage until recently when he 
was taken to Béllevue hospital, New 
York. Subsequently he was tranb- 
ferred to the hospital where he 
died. Welch was 52 years old.

The maze of stanchions and 
ropes heretofore decorating Fif- 
teenth street and New York avenue 
northwest was taken down yester- 
day to permit an experiment to be 
tried under the joint auspices of 
C. 


superintendent of police, 

‘For three or four days, at least, 
traffic, controlled by four police- 
men, will be permitted to cross the 


intersection in every direction ex- 
cept from west to east. Both the 
public officials hope the experiment 
will demonstrate the possibility of 
full use of the intersection by traf- 
fic, to replace the ‘‘ring-around- 
the-rosie’’ manipulation of automo- 
biles that has prevailed there. 

“The cabled-off arrangement we 
have had on that corner made it 
look like part of a ‘hick’ town,” 
said Maj. Hesse. ‘It certainly was 
inappropriate for the National 
Capital. I have wanted to abolish 
it ever since becoming superinten- 
dent of police. Col. Moller made 
the suggestion to do it at this time 
and I am glad of the opportunity to 
join in the expériment.”’ 


Traffic Light Planned. 


If it develops that traffic can be 
moved smoothly across the intersec- 
tion it is the plan to place a single 
traffic control light at that corner, 
to be operated independently, and 
not in connection with any other 
traffic light signal. The lamp will 
be so adjusted that the policeman 
at the corner? can, at any time traf- 
fic and the signal gets out of har- 
mony, turn it off and control traffic 
by waving his arms. 

“I am particularly hopeful we 
can abolish the ropes in order to 
gét rid of the roundabout way we 
have been making left turns at that 
corner,” said Maj. Hesse. ‘‘Motor- 
ists coming south in Fifteenth street 
would first have to turn right in 
Pennsylvania avenue, drive to the 
end of the long loading platform, 
turn left and cross the street at 
that point, drive back to Fifteenth 
stréet, cross it and proceed north 
in New York avenue.” 

The same procedure was pre- 
scribed for a motorist who wanted 
to make no turn at all, but wanted 
only to pursue his peaceful way 
Straight south in Fifteenth street. 
Machines from the south were 
routed with similar eccentricity. 


GIRL, MUCH BATTERED,

SCOUTS HAVE THRILLING 
TIME IN BUG HUNT HERE 


Boys Dodge Dogs and Police 
Searching Gardens After 
Beetle Is Found. 


UNABLE TO FIND OTHERS 


Hunting bugs in Washington 
gardens involves perhaps greater 
and more varied dangers’ than 


would be encountered ordinarily in 
the most forbidding forests. Ten 
local Boy Scouts, engaged by the 
Department of Agriculture to search 
for Japanese beetles, a specimen of 
which caused some consternation 
when found here recently, discov- 
ered this during a five days’ search. 

Apprehensions arose when-H. B. 
Shaw, a member of the Federal 
horticultural board, found a Japa- 
nese beetle in the garden of his 
home in Petworth. Mr. Shaw com- 
municated with the bureau of en- 
tomology, and the bureau, realiz- 
ing also the eminent danger of such 
a bug having freedom of the Na- 
tional Capital, called on the Boy 
Scout headquarterss to provide a 
few experienced scouts to hunt for 
other such (beetles. 

Then the excitement began—a 
measure of excitement which in va- 
riety would almost equal the hunt- 
ing of wild animals in Africa. After 
five days the bureau was convinced 
that the beetle found by Mr. Shaw 
was only a straggler, making a tour 
of unexplored territory. But somé 
of the boys will not forget those 
five days. 

For if the original bug caused 
consternation, the boys caused 
equal consternation when discov- 
ered by residents searching so in- 
tentively in their gardens and those 
of their neighbors who were away 
on vacation. Hairbreadth escapes 
from dogs were quite common, and 
on one occasion two of the lads 
made a trip to the station house be- 
fore it could be definitely made 
known what their business was.

ployes and prescribes in great de- 
tail workmen’s benefits required of 
employers. Some manufacturers 
and business men, both foreign and 
Mexican, have said these. require- 
ments would so* burden their busi- 
ness as to force-them to close. Of- 
ficial reports were made to the 
United States government last year 
that the measures would be more 
harmful to American interests in 
Mexico than the alien land and the 
petroleum laws.

ARMY BLIMP TC-5 
FLYING OVER INDIANA 


Dirigible Makes Good. Speed 
on Way to Scott Field, 


From Dayton. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Sept. 2 (By

passed over Terre Haute, flying low 
in a westerly direction, at 8:25 
tonight.

Employers are required by the 
bill to deposit with the government 
such sums as the president may r-- 
quire to guarantee the employers’ 
fulfillment of its terms.

Merton was named as a defend- 
ant in the first indictment against 
Miller, but in a superséding indict- 
ment, which also named Daugherty, 
he was not named. It is under- 
stood that he was promised immu- 
nity if he would come to this coun- 
try to testify, the World says. 


Offer by Chamorro 
To Resign Réported 


San Salvador, Republic of Sal- 
Sept. 2 (By A. P.).—A 
Nicaraguan revolutionary com- 


munique reaching here says Emi- 
lino Chamorro, de facto president 
of Nicaragua, has offered to re- 
sign in favor of Adolfo Diaz. The 
insurgents, however, insist Dr. Jaun 
Baptista Sacasa, constitutional vice 
president of Nicaragua, is now the 
legitimate president. 

The communique also states that 
Chinandega has been evacuated by 
the civilians in fear of an attack 
by the insurgents, that 2,000 in- 
surgents have joined the liberal 
army from Costa Rica and that the 
insurgents now have airplanes on 
the Atlantic coast of Nicaragua.

The meeting was opened by ‘the 
retiring mayor, Charles L. Adams, 
after which the newly elected offi- 
cers were sworn in by the retiring 
clerk, John R. Harding. The offi-

The first official act of the coun- 
cil was the reappointment of Wal- 
ter U. Varney as corporation attor- 
ney for a period of two years. The 
é@lection of an electrical inspector 
was held over until the next meet- 
ing. The mayor announced the 
nominations for standing commit- 
tees, approval of which was post- 
poned until the next meeting by the’ 
council. 

Mayor: Kleysteuber, -addressing 
the council, issued a warning to the 
police department to the effect that 
they are not to go out of the 1-mile 
limit unless on an emergency and 
that a report from the sergeant will 
be expected daily. Sergt. Driscoil, 
replying to the mayor,™8tated that 
from the time the town was in- 
corporated, in 1918, to his appoint- 
ment in May of 1923 there had 
_peen 169 warrants issued. Since 
that time to the present Driscoll 
said that there have been 441 more 
afrests, making a total of 610. 
During the month of August, ac- 
cording to Walter U. Varney, the 
Mayor turned into the town treas- 
ury more than = collected from 
fines.

for an advisory opinion. If this 
were true, it would involve inter- 
minable delay ahd interfere with 
the work of the league. At all 
events, he added, one member of 
the United States Senate is reported 
to have interpreted the reservation 
in this sense. 


Buero Urges Commission. 


In view of the confusion existing 
as to what the league law really is 


‘concerning advisory opinions, Senor 


Buero, of Uruguay, moved that a 


special commission be appointed to 
decide whethet advisory opinions 
required a unanimity vote of the 
council or a simple majority. If 
the reply declared for unanimity it 
would be easy, he argued, to give 
the United States a privilege. which 
was possessed by all the members 
of the council. But even if the re- 
ply supports the majority practice, 
Senor Buéro believed a Way could 
be found to meet the American 
reservations. 

Another British dominion took a 
pronounced stand on the American 
reservation, when Sir Francis Bell, 
of New Zealand, asserted that in his 
judgment it conferred an excep- 
tional privilege and superiority on 
the United States, for what Ameri- 
ca Wanted was the concession of the 
right of veto. He did not object to 
the power of veto, but thought that 
this, if exercised freely by any mem- 
ber of the league at least, would 
break up the league. 

In behalf of Great Britain, Sir 
Cecil Hurst opposed the suggestion 
that the world court be asked for 
an opinion relative to the unanim- 
ity and majority procedure. He ex- 
pressed the conviction that Ameri- 
can. fairness and reasonableness 
would lead the United States to en- 
ter the court on the same footing as 
the members of the league. 


Opposed to Veto. 


He advocated acceptance of the 
reservation, but thought the United 
States should not be given the right 
of veto unless she participated in 
the council’s discussion of the dis- 
pute under consideration and exer- 
cised her veto after judging, like 


the others, on the 
case. 

The Japanese delegate declared 
the conference had no power to de- 
cide the proper procedure of the 
councia 

Italy attempted to save the situa- 
tion by recommending that’ the 
league council write to the Wash- 
ington government asking it to 
agree to adhere to the court on the 
understanding that it would enjoy 
all the prerogatives of the members 
of the council. If Washington re- 
jected this, he advocated appealing 
to the court to lay down the proper 
council procedure. 

M. Fromageot,* of France, said 
no.good would be achieved by ap- 
pealing to the court for light, be- 
cause even if it ruled unanimity 
necessary, the parties to a dispute 
have no right to vote, hence the 
United States could not vote and 
would not get what she wanted un- 
der her fifth reservation, namely, 
the privilege of veto. 

He. supported the Italian motion, 
adding that in writing to the United 
States it should be made clear that 
nothing more could be done than 
to accord her the same rights as 
were enjoyed by the members of 
the council. 


Equality, But Ne.More. 


The Bulgarian representative in- 
sisted that the United States re- 
garded advisory opinions with a 
certain amount of distrust. He 
agreed with others, like Sir Cecil 
Hurst, that the United States should 
be treated im the same way as the 


merits of the 


j members of the council, but no bet- 


ter. 

The last econtribution to the de- 
bate ‘beforé adjournment was the 
striking suggestion of Osten Unden, 
former minister of justice of Swe- 
den, who was conspicuous in the 
March assembly, that the: members 
of the court should follow the ex- 
ample of the United States, and 
that they themselves make this res- 
ervation: 

“The Americans reserve the right 
to interpret their reservations. Let 
us accept, but with the understand- 
ing that if the American interpreta- 
tion proves to be something we can- 
not accept we will withdraw our ac- 
ceptance of the United States’ ad- 
hesion to the court.”’

™ The famous fifth reservation made by the 
Senate in adopting the world court resolution 
was discussed yesterday at Geneva by the dele- 
gates of France, Belgium, Great Britain, Italy 
and Poland. This reservation provides that

= The delegates were in doubt as to the effect

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A NEEDED EXPLANATION, 


The governing board of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus has done, well in clarifying a situation 
that was decidedly muddled. The resolution, 
adopted by the convention of the organization 
a few weeks ago at Philadelphia, has, accord- 
ing to the supreme knight, James A. Flaherty, 
been misunderstood. The misunderstanding 
was fairly general, and much wonder was felt 
and expressed that an order, which is essen- 
tially fraternal and in no sense political, an 
order, too, which, in time of danger and stress, 
had given conclusive proofs of its intense 
and practical patriotism, should seem anxious, 
under whatever pressure, to dictate to the ad- 
ministration the course to be followed in cer- 
tain perplexing and delicate international re- 
lations, 

From the interview which Mr.-Flaherty and 
other officers of the Knights of Columbus had 
with President Coolidge on Wednesday, it now 
appears that there was no such desire or inten- 
tion. Neither intervention by the United 
States in Mexico nor withdrawat of recognition 
of the Calles regime, nor even the lifting of 
the embargo on arms and munitions of war, is 
sought. Instead, the hope was expressed that 
“this government might use its good offices to 
ameliorate the conditions which oppress the 
Mexican people,’’ and take ‘“‘sympathetic ac- 
tion in any way possible within the bounds of 
international law.’”’ ‘We do not undertake to 
say,’’ added Mr. Flaherty, ‘‘what the position 
of this government should be. That is a mat- 
ter for the President of the United States and 
the State Department, which has intimate 
touch with conditions in Mexico, to deter- 
mine.’’ 

The original Philadelphia resolution, which 
has been thus explained, did certainly con- 
tain stronger expressions than its framers, in 
calmer moments, would think of employing. 
Unfamiliarity with the implications of which 
the English language is. capable, when not 
handled by experts, was undoubtedly at the 
bottom of the misunderstanding. By stating 
exactly what is asked the directors have not 
only put their organization right before the 
country but have also aligned it with all 
Americans who expect their government to 
protect American life and property in Mexico. 


ITALY DEFLATING. 


While France is struggling with paper 
currency inflation and frenzied finance, Italy 
is busy preparing a campaign of deliberate de- 
flation, in order to get rid of the evils of in- 
flation and bring back toward par the now 
flattened lira. 

All subsidiary Italian paper currency up 
to 25 lire will be destroyed, and silver coins 
substituted. This will reduce the volume of 
paper currency approximately 2,180,000,000 
lire, or something like $65,000,000. With 
paper currency reductions already accom- 
plished, this year’s total deflation of paper 
money will reach some 5,000,000,000 lire, 
or about $100,000,000, which is 20 per cent of 
all the. paper currency in circulation. Fur- 
thermore, it is reported that the coin reserve 
back of the paper currency has increased one- 
third; and the budget surplus is $50,000,000. 

The inevitable result is that prices have 
fallen, debts payable in paper lire have been 
scaled down, and fortunes in paper money 
have disappeared; but the Italian lira, the unit 
of national money, has risen in value in the 
markets of the world. 

It has taken no little courage and self-denial 
for the Italian government to put through this 
program. The same program is needed in 
France. 


RAIL DIFFERENTIALS. 


The question of rail differentials between 
Western and Southern points and the several 
Atlantic ports has again been brought before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission by the 
city of Baltimore, which asks for a greater 
differential between New York and Baltimore. 
The existing differential between New York 
and Baltimore, as against Boston, brought 
forth a protest from Boston; and Senator But- 
ler, of Massachusetts, ‘introduced a bill pro- 
hibiting the Interstate Commerce Commission 
from establishing differentials, on the ground 
that they militated against the port of Boston. 

Obviously these differentials in freight rates 
are powerful factors in aiding or injuring At- 
lantic ports. A higher rate on Western grain 
to Boston than to New York or Philadelphia 
or Baltimore seriously operates against Boston. 
A lower rate through New York or Philadel- 
phia than through Baltimore brings a protest 
from Baltimore. 

~The theory of differentials is based on length 
of haul and port facilities. Obviously a uni- 
form rate to all ports and no discrimination as 
to facilities would influence’ shippers to 
choose the shortest route and the port with the 
best facilities. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission attempts to equalize these differ- 
ences as much as possible by establishing dif- 
ferential rail rates. -As long as the govern- 
ment fixes transportation rates, some govern- 
mental agency must have the authority to 
establish differentials, if the shortest and best 
route and the port with the best facilities is not 
to get all the business. Some persons hold 
that the government has no right to interfere 
with these advantages. | ;

OYSTERS.AND “R's” 
September 1 marks the opening day of the 
oyster season. It is‘not because the weather | 
may be cooler in September than it is in July, 
| but simply because the oyster. is sophisticated 
and insists upon taking a summer “vacation. 


It is true that the week-end visitor to. Cape 
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of the region have supplied as many as 15,- 
000,000 or 20,000,000 oysters in one season, 
and the conservation authorities of Maryland 
and Virginia have followéd up the oyster pi- 
.rates so relentlessly that there is no longer any 
danger that the oyster may join the bison and 
the prairie chicken in the happy hunting 
grounds. 

No particular’ ceremony accompanies the 
return of the oyster to his dinner-table place 
in these United States. But all over England 
last Wednesday evening (unless the custom 
has changed since the war) one might see 
“grottoes,’’ resembling the igloo of the Eskimo, 
built of oyster shells, in which a candle 
burned. The kiddies standing 
greeted the traveler with the plaintive appeal: 
“Please remember th’ grotter! Farther’s gone 
ter sea! Mother’s goné = fetch ‘im ‘ome; 
please remember me!’’ 


“WHAT TIME IS IT?” 


When the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany annownced that from and after Sep- 
tember 1 the company’s employes in Wash- 
ington and New York would decline to re- 
spond to the telephonic request for ‘correct 
time, please,’’ very few persons realized what 
that decision meant. Nor was it supposed 
that the decision would divert the metropoli- 
tan press from such absorbing topics as the 
Valentino funeral mobs. But the order has 
been followed by many dissertations on the 
time-worn subject of time and has likewise 
produced much intéresting information as to 
the habits of telephone subscribers. One of 
the New York papers tells us that “about 
1,900 daily queries for the time have been 
received at one station which handles tele- 
grams by telephone in the New York area.”’ 
Washington can do better‘than that, for the 
Western Union office here reports that the 
daily average of such demands was 9,500 up 
to the day when it was decided to refuse such 
information. 

That *‘Time”’ is one of the favorite subjects 
of poets, poetasters, essayists and litterateurs 
generally is demonstrated by the fact that 
the Cyclopedia of Practical Quotations indexes 
no fewer than 342 references to ‘‘Time.’’ 
“‘Love”’ is the only subject to which greater 
reference is made. Love beats Time by ex- 
actly 500 laps, there being in that volume 842 
quotations concerning the art. On the other 
hand, the compiler of the lexicon found it 
necessary to devote only 66 lines to indexing 
all that he thought worthy of quoting con- 
cerning liberty, without which time and love 
were vain. 

Correct time is considered of the utmost 
importance in Germany, where they send the 
owner to jail if he installs a clock for the 
benefit of the ‘public. and fails to keep it 
properly adjusted. Six or eight years ago an 
effort was made in Washington to impress 
upon the displayers of timepieces in public 
Places the necessity for absolute accuracy in 
the matter of telling the time. A bill was 
introduced in Congress designed to make it a 
misdemeanor, punishable by fine, to display a 
clock so immoral as to mislead the public. 
But, like the bill to substitute the pansy for 
the star in the American flag, it failed of pas- 
sage. 


ENGLAND'S FOOD PROBLEM. 


A noted English economist claims that the 
5,000,000 annual increase in world popula- 
tion must have 12,000,000 acres. of additional 
cultivated and producing land to supply its 
food wants. He states that between 1870 
and 1920 the area of farm lands kept pace 
with population, but that since that time 
farm lands in cultivation have fallen behind 
the growth of population. 

This writer says the people of Great Britain 
are alarmed over the situation, fearing a food 
famine in the near future. England is import- 
ing twice as much food now as in 1920; and 
in 1925 about 81 per cent of the food con- 
sumed by the people of England was imported 
from other countries. A survey of the lead- 
ing London central market shows that of a 
week’s supply of 10,118 tons of food, only 
1,919 tons was produced in England. 

The remedy, according to this economist, 
is intense farming in England, and the gradual 
industrializing of farming. He holds that 
Great Britain’s dilemma arises from excessive 
growth of industrialism, to the neglect of 
farming. 

It is true that great Britain, for years, 
while endeavoring to control the markets of 
the world in the sale of manufactured goods, 
has neglected and starved agriculture. The 
result is the fear of a food famine. ‘Cheap 
food’ and ‘‘low wages” have been twin eco- 
nomic fallacies in Great Britain for a long 
time. The result is dependence upon the out- 
side world for two-thirds of the food supply, 
and an enfeebled industry which finds it dif- 
ficult to produce profits with which to buy this 
food.

Railway Mail Clerk Admits 
Part in Holdup; $200,000 
ls Recovered. 

DISSENSION IN THE GANG 
REVEALED BY SEIZURES 


Two Women Are Held in Case; 
Second Victim in Car Is 
Cleared of Blame. 


Salt Lake City, Utah., Sept. 
(By A. P.).—With: the arrest of 
five men and the recovery of all 
but $500 of the loot of $200,000 in 
securities and unsigned currency, 
postal inspectors announced today 
they had solved the robbery of a 
Union Pacific mail car near Rock 


Springs, Wyo., August 13 last. 

The men under arrest are: Jack 
Madigan, railway postal clerk be- 
tween Cheyenne and Green River, 
Wyo., who was found bound in: the 
mail car when it arrived at Green 
River; Jack Kearns, 34, Salt Lake 
City, alleged to have planned the 
robbery with Madigan; Bill Brad- 
ford, 28, Salt Lake City; Pay] Sour- 
lis, Salt Lake City; Ted odore, 
proprietor of a Rock Springs, Wyo., 
pool hall. 

Postal Inspector A. A. Aimus, of 
Denver, who has been working. on 
the robbery ‘“‘since a little before 
it happened,” and who recovered 
the loot buried in a chicken house 
14 miles southeast of this city, to- 
day said that it was discrepancies 
in the stories told by Madigan that 
first drew suspicion to him, in spite 
of the fact that he was found 
bound in the mail car. 


Madigan Confession Reported. 


‘Madigan confessed today at Den- 
ver, H. B. Mundelle, postoffice in- 
spector in charge of the Denver 
division, said. Madigan, who had 
been in the railway mail service 
. four years, entered the conspiracy, 
according to Mr. Mundelle, with- 
out the knowledge of A. J. Miller, 
the other clerk in the car. 

“The whole thing was hatched in 
the poolroom of Ted Theodore, at 
Rock Springs, where the members 
of the gang met,’’ said. Mundelle. 

According to the arrangements, 
which were carried out to the let- 
ter, Madigan was to offer no resist- 
ance when Bill Bradford, one oti 
the leaders, entered the car. Miller 
and Madigan were bound, and Brad- 
ford threw the mail sacks out at a 
point 5 miles east of Rock Rotthcs 
They were carried from there to a 
point about 300 yards distant. 


Two Women Are d. 


Dissension within the ranks of 
the gang has arisen since, and 
when Bradford took inspectors to 
the scene of the loot at 4 o’clock 
this morning it was found that the 
sacks had been transferred from 
the place of original burial and 
without the knowledge of others 
involved. 

Madigan will ‘be returned to 
Rock Springs tonight, Mr. Mun- 
delle said, where he and others im- 
plicated in the robbery will be tried 
in Federal court. 

Edna Evans and another woman 
also are being held in connection 
with the case, Mundelle said. 

Theodore will be held as an ac- 
cessory, While the others are di- 
rectly involved in the robbery, with 
the possible exception of the two 
women, the inspector said. The 
part they played has not been defi- 
nitely determined.

Camden, N. J., Sept. 2.—Alvin 
Lynch, a truck driver, was granted 
“one night off each’ week” by Judge 
Samuel M. Shay last week, when 
he complained that his wife, Emma 
Dolson Lynch, kept him in too 
closely. The new liberty has cost 
Lynch all freedom, for wife No, 1, 
Mrs. Florence Hulse Lynch, Phila- 
delphia, read the story, and today 
had him arrested for bigamy. Lynch 
confessed, and asked for an early 
trial, so he can ‘‘take his medicine.”’

2 DIE IN ELECTRIC GHAI 
FOR OHIO'S $30 MURDER 


First Triple Execution in the 
‘History of State Is 
Carried Out. 


FINAL APPEALS DENIED 


Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 2 (By A. 
P.).—Richard Rhoades and John 
Hedrick, white, and John Bryant, 
negro, trio of Pomeroy murderers, 


were put to death in the electric 
chair at the State prison here to- 
night for the ‘$30 murder” of 
James McCumber, March 15, at 
Pomeroy, Ohio. Bryant was the 
first to die. He was strapped in 
the chair shortly after 8 o’clock 
and was pronounced dead by the 
prison physician at 8:23 p. m. 
Rhoades followed him. Hedrick 
was pronounced dead at 8:41. 

Bryant, according to the story of 
the other two, hired them to kill 
McCumber because he feared the 
latter’s knowledge of his bootleg- 
ging affairs. The two said they 
split $30 for the crime. 

It is the first triple execution in 
Ohio. 

The only persons permitted -to 
see the men today were their rela- 
tives. Last-minute pleas to Gov. 
Vie Donahey were useless: He 
turned the affair over to the State 
board of clemency for recommenda- 
tion, and the latter today reported 
against mercy. 

“In the absence of favorable 
word from the trial judge, prose- 
cuting attorney, members of the 
jury or any one else, we see no 
reason why the orderly processes of 
the law should be disturbed,’’ said 
the clemency board, 

The governor concurred in the 
report. ‘Mrs. Rhoades, mother of 
the second of the trio, collapsed 
at the gates of the prison after vis- 
iting her son. 

McCumber’s body was placed in 
an abandoned cistern near Pomeroy, 
after Hedrick and Rhoades had at- 
tacked him in his home and killed 
him. 


3 ARE FOUND GUILTY 
IN WAR FRAUD CASE 


Captain and Two Others Con- 
victed of $300,000 Plot; 
Fourth Man Freed. 


New York, Sept. 2 (By A. P.). 
A sealed verdict, opened in Federal 
court today, revealed the conviction 
of three men in a $300,000 war 
fraud. 

The convicted men are Capt. Ben- 
jamin F. Falter, former chief of the 
textile branch of the surplus prop- 
erty division of the War Depart- 
ment; Herman H. Canter, and Ber- 
trand Weiss. Abraham J. Levy, 
also named in the indictment, was 
found not guilty. 

The trial started a month ago. 
The men will be sentenced next 
Wednesday. They were specifically 
charged with selling unused gov- 
ernment supplies contraeted for 
during the war.

Mazen Replies to Suit.

Nanty Glo, Pa. 

Mazer’s answer, filed by his at- 
torney, J. A. Fetterman,-denied he 
had conspired with Ben Rudner, 
Massillon, or Patrick Eugene °Mc- 
Dermott, now the subject of a na- 
tion-wide hunt in connection with 
the murder. 

The denials in the answer were 
not confined to the question of 
conspiracy and complicity in the 
murder of the Canton publisher. It 
represented a denial of “‘every and 
all statements” contained in the pe- 
tition.

HOT 


of a building is a good place 

to sleep. The open air is 
always cool at night as compared 
with the interior of any building of 
any construction. Sleeping on the 
ground is cooler than sleeping on 
the roof, but that statement refers 
to unpaved ground. Sleeping on a 
city pavement is not apt to be so 
cool. Nor is it feasible for other 
reasons. Sleeping on a flat roof is 
often feasible and it is cool. 

The clothing should be light in 
color, light in weight, open in weave 
and loose everywhere. A stiff collar 
or a tight band will undo the good 
of a dress that is otherwise right. 
The native of the tropics knows 
his business. He wears about two 
garments, and sometimes he omits 
ohe of these. 

Sweating is nature’s method of 
cooling the body. It is the sweat 
which evaporates that cools. The 
sweat which runs off or is mopped 
off, or which saturates the cloth- 
In fact, 
a garment which is wringing wet 
with sweat may be somewhat heat- 
ing because water fills all the spaces 
and air can not reach the skin to 
cool it. 


Speaking of the care of babies on 
véry hot days, Dr. E. T. Wakeman 
of the New Haven health depart- 
ment says: ‘During hot weather 
babies should be given all the fresh 
air possible. They should wear a 
minimum amount of clothing and be 
disturbed as little as possible. On 
hot days a diaper and band, yenet 
t 
is well also to sponge them off oc¢a- 
sionally during the day to keep 
them cool. It is particularly im- 
portant to see that they are offered 
sufficient water between feedings.

and more water and to make all 
changes in diet very gradually.”’

through the hot months any way. 
If it is necessary to feed artificially, 
only fresh milk should be used and 
it should be boiled. 


Adults require less food in hot 
weather. Salads, vegetables and 
fruits appeal to the taste, fill the 
stomach, satisfy hunger and furnish 
a reasonable amount of energy 
without making much heat. 

In order to supply the water nec- 
essary for perspiration and to keep 
the other bodily functions going, a 
person must drink a good deal dur- 
ing hot weather. 

The feeling of thirst is a better 
index to internal conditions than 
hunger is. Thirst means that the 
tissues are too dry. Hunger merely 
means that the stomach is contract- 
ing in a peculiar way. Eating stops 
hunger minutes or hours before any 
of the nourishment actually reaches 
the body cells. 

But the best drink to satisfy 
thirst is plain, unflavored water 
that is not especially cold. 

Flavor in water stimulates the 
stomach to ask for more. So does 
iciness. The only asking that should 
be heeded is that which comes from 
deficiency of water. When we drink 
for flavor or for coldness we are apt 
to drink too often and too much. 
Beverages that are part food and 
part beverage are not best in hot 
weather. This applies to milk, but- 
termilk. beer and sweetened waters.

1,000 INSTANCES GIVEN 
BY THE DEPARTMENTS 
Transfer of Equipment From 
One Service to Other Re- 
sponsible for Savings.

Army and navy experts, working 
in cooperation with the bureau of 
the budget, report the saving of 
more than $5,000 in public funds 
this year by the application of the 
Coolidge economy program inten- 
sively in their departments. Nearly 
1,000 instances of economy are 
cited in their combined reports. 
The quartermaster general of the 
War Department, for _ instance, 
found in his stores 21,900 pairs of 
pants too big for the ordinary sol- 
dier and apparently destined to lie 
on the shelves indefinitely. At the 
Same time the army needed new 
‘pants but of smaller size, Instead of 
advertising for and buying the 
smaller garments, the quartermas- 
ter’s forces had the large pants cut’ 
to required sizes, saving (including 
similar treatment accorded 31,256 
coats) more than $40,000. 
Virtually the same situation ex- 
isted with respect to flannel shirts. 


The scissors and needle again were 
requisitioned; 450,000 big shirts 
were cut down, saving, it is report- 
ed, $331,290. Nearly 70,000 double 
sheets were cut to single size, sav- 
ing an estimated sum of 8 cents on 
each sheet. From what was left, the 
seamstressés made more than 58,- 
000 pilfowcases worth at least 4 
cents each to the government, an 
estimated saving in sheets and pil- 
lowcases amounting to $53,428. 


Army Bombs Utilized. 


The navy needed demolition 
bombs and was considering their 
purchase when it was found that 
the army had 10,000 empty surplus 
bomb3 on hand. They were trans- 
ferred to the aavy, at an estimated 
saving of $100,000. Similarly, by 
transferring excess material. to 
points of need, the naval bureau of 
supplies and accounts reports $1,- 
300,000 was saved in manufactur- 
ing orders. The same bureau, re- 
quiring much shellac and tin, kept 
close watch on the market, and by 
Placing orders at times when prices 
were advantageous, saved a re- 
ported $84,000. By using navy 
tank cars to transport fuel oil from 
Baltimore to Washington a further 
saving of $1,328 was reported. 

The marine corps applied scien- 
tific business principles to its re- 
cruiting service and cut the cost of 
getting new men by $5.22 per man. 
By using balloon cloth in place of 
the customary silk for the para- 
chute fabric in illuminating projec- 
tiles a saving of $41,000 was re- 
ported by the naval bureau of ord- 
nance. 

Sizable savings were reported by 
the naval bureau of engineering. 
Among the items is one of $19,200 
saved by manufacturing 3,000 mi- 
crophones at the Washington navy 
yard, the figure representing the 
difference between cost of manufac- 
ture and the lowest bid. Old boiler- 
tube cleaning brushes, costing 75 
cents to $1 when new and formerly 
discarded when worn out were 
equipped with new bristles at a re- 
ported saving of 40 cents a brush. 
Underwater sound apparatus from 
scrapped vessels was reconditioned 
and put back into service at a:cost 
of 31,800, as compared with $13,- 
500, the price for similar new 

equipment. 


Yards and Docks Savings. . 


The bureau of yards and docks 
Yeport the saving of $185,000 
through the redistribution of power- 
Plant equipment, $18,000 through 
Tearrangement of heating systems, 
$35,000 in salvaged lumber: and 
. $57,000 in miscellaneous savings 
due to good engineering practice. 

In the War Department the adju- 
tant general reports a saving of 
$13,687 effected in the recruiting 
service ‘‘by reducing the number of 
enlisted men on a commutation 
status.”” By changing the color of 
army passenger transports from 
white to gray, requiring less fre- 

- quent renewal, the army reports a 
saving of $20,000 during 1926.

‘From the result of careful study 
extending over a long period of 
time it has been decided that the 
most economical docking period un- 
der ordinary circumstances is nine 
months. Instructions have accord- 
ingly been issued to increase the in- 
terval between dockings from six to 
nine months. A considerable sav- 
ing will result. It has also been 
decided to increaso the docking 
period of decommissioned ships 
from two to three and even four 
ears. The use of cheaper paints 

d preservative compounds on de- 
commissioned vessels has been de- 
cided on.’”’

America Attracts 
European Tourists 


(By Associated Press.) 
European ‘tourist trd@vel to the 
United States is showing marked 
increase, W. W. Husband, Acting 
Secretary of Labor, discovered to- 
day in checking immigration serv- 
ice returns. During the fiscal year 
ended June 30 the immigration 
service allowed 56,614 aliens to en- 
ter the United States on pleasure 
or business missiong for a tempo- 
rary period. The previous year 
showed such admissions only to a 
total of 35,326. 

The United States still furnishes 
many more tourists to the outer 
world than come to it, 
standing the noted increase. 


PROSPECT FOR CROPS 
REPORTED AS GOOD 


Outlook for Live Stock Also 
Favorable, Says Agricul- 


tural Review. 


(By The Associated Press.) 
Although the weather has made 
against farm crops this season, the 
Agriculture Department’s review- 
for September reports there is a 
prospect of a fairly well balanced 
food and feed production. 

It also asserted that the outlook 
for livestock was favorable and that 
recent rains have helped the corn, 
potato and ‘spring wheat crops in 
certain areas, but inclement weath- 
er handicapped the harvest and con- 
siderable hay and some. grain 
spoiled in the field. 
Cotton.'prospects have declined, 
and insect pests have increased, 
the review continued, but the win- 
ter wheat crop, a large part of 
which has been marketed, was ex- 
cellent in the wheat belt proper, 
producing an average yield of 17.1 
bushels an acre, the highest since 
1914. Indications point to sowing 
of 14 per cent more acreage in 
winter wheat this fall than last, it 
is said. 


LAST OF $25,000,000 
COLUMBIAN DEBT PAID 


U. S. Gives Final $5,000,000 
on Agreement in Panama 


Zone Dispute. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
A romantic chapter of Latin 
American diplomatic history was 
brought to an end yesterday when 
the United States Treasury paid to 
Colombia the last installment of 
the $25,000,000 she demanded as 
a result of the circumstances attend- 


ing the building of the Panama ca- 
nal. 

Yesterday’s payment of $5,000,- 
000 was the fifth of like amount 
handed over to Colombia since the 
celebrated Colombian treaty was 
ratified in 1921, after a long fight. 
Just before the canal project 
reached fruition Panama, then a 


part of Colombia, declared her in- 


dependence. President’ Roosevelt 
was accused of having intervened 
prematurely on the side of. the 
Panamans, in order to secure from 
them the cession of territory need- 
ed for the canal. This Roosevelt

The body-of a young man who had 
been knocked on the head, choked 
to death and then badly burned, 
believed by the police possibly to 
be the eighth victim of the relent- 
less Chicago Heights alcohol gang 


feud, was found on a disused wagon 
road in a deserted section of Chi- 
cago Heights today. 

The victim was about 23 years 
old and small. When the body was 
found by the police, who had been 
informed of its presence by a wom- 
an who refused to give her name, 
it had a rope about the neck and 
most of the clothing had been 
burned off. A can which had con- 
tained alcohol was found nearby. 

The face had not been marred, 
howeyer, as was done in the first 
of three such slayings reported two 
years ago. In that instance the 
victim’s hands and feet had been 
severed and an attempt made to re- 
move all possible traces for identi- 
fication by searing the features. 

The second “ttorture victim’’ was 
found recently beaten and trussed 
with wire in a cistern. He was 
identified as a victim of the inces- 
sant liquor runner-gangster war- 
fare which in the lust three years 
has cost more than 100 lives in Chi- 
cago and vicinity.

Health Officer ee Would 
Correct Physical Defects 
Before Admission. 


RECOMMENDATION PART 
OF HIS — REPORT 


More Than 90 Per Cent of 
New Pupils Need Atten- 
tion, He Says. 


Dr. William C. Fowler, District 
health officer, yesterday recom- 
mended that all preschool children 
in the District be examined by 
medical inspectors and that their 
remedial physical defects be cor- 
fected before they are admitted to 
the public schools. 


_ This recommendation was con- 
tained in his annual report for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, and was 
based on the statement contained 
therein that results of medical in- 
spection in the Washington public 
schools during the twelve months 
covered by the report indicated that 
more than 90 per cent of the chil- 
dren in kindergarten and first grade 
suffered from physical defects. 

Describing the work of his in- 
spectors in the schools, Dr. Fowler, 
in his report, said: 

“During the school Year 7,699 
visits were made by medical in- 
spectors to school buildings and 
102 visits were made by inspectors 
to homes of pupils. Examinations 
of pupils numbered 49,146, and 
4,871 pupils were excluded from 
school for various causes. 


92 Per Cent Defective. 


**An effort was made to examine 
as many pupils in the kindergartens 
and first grades as possible. The 
number examined was 3,571 and 
of this number 3,314 or 92.8 per 
eent were found to have some 
physical defect. 

“The principal defects 
were: Defective teeth, 
cent; diseased tonsils, 45.3 per 
cent; enlarged glands, 27.5 per 
cent; poor nutrition, 23.7 per cent; 
nasal breathing, 18.2 per cent; de- 
fective vision, 12.6 per cent; ortho- 
pedic defects, 10.6 per. cent; 
anaemia, 6.7 per cent; skin, or par- 
a@sitic disease, 5.6 per cent; pul- 
monary disease, 4 per cent; speech 
defect, 3.8 per cent; chronic nasal 
catarrh, 3.7 per cent; nervous sys- 
tem, 3.4 per cent; cardiac disease, 
2.3 per cent. 


Would Correct Defects. 


“These findings show that a 
large percentage of pupils entering 
the public schools in this District 
are seriously handicapped by physi- 
eal defécts, urgéntly in need of cor- 
rection. All presehool children 
should be examined and their physi- 
ca] defects, if possible, be corrected 
before entering school. 

“The present corps of medical 
inspectors of schools is very inade- 
quate and with such a limited force 
it is impossible to give the pupils 
the medical supervision they should 
have. An effort has been made to 
secure an increased number of 
medical inspectors, nurses, dental 
operators and dental clinics, but 
thus far without success. I urgent- 
ly recommend that renewed efforts 
be made to.secure a more adequate 
service.”’ 


Another Hospital Urged. 


: Dr. Fowler renewed his annual 
fTecommendation for a new hospital 
for those suffering from minor com- 
municable diseases. He said exam- 
~ Imation of specimens of water from 
‘bathing pools .indicated improve- 
ment in the care of the pools and 
in sanitary measures for protection 
of bathers, as well as the premises. 

As predicted a fortnight ago, Dr. 
Fowler directed attention to the 
fact that the death rate had risen 
and the birth rate had- fallen, 
_glightly in each case, during the last 
fiscal year. He attributed it prin- 
cipally to increase of diseases of the 
heart. 

Contagious diseases reported 
during the year numbered 12,098, 
as compared with 6,438 the year 
before, but this increase was due 
almost entirely to the epidemic of 
measles. There were 6,764 cases 
of this disease reported, compared 
to 760 the year before.

Superintendent Cites the Past 
Record of District System 
to Justify Forecast. 


Should a phenomenon of the past 
continue there will be a smaller in- 
crease in the school enrollment 
here this year than there was last 
year. 

Last year the increase in the en- 
rollment over the year before was 
1,700. This year it is expected that 
the increase will be less than 1,000. 
Next year, school officials predict, 
the increase in enrollment will take 
another jump. 

What is responsible for this phe- 
nomenon?

Dr. Frank Ballou, superintend- 
ent of schools, thinks that the an- 
swer lies on Capitol Hill. He has 
observed that the heavy year in 
school enrollment falls at a time 
when a newly elected Congress 
comes to Washington. 


Congress Brings Children. 


“In addition to the children of 
members of Congress,’ he explain- 
ed, “there are the children of sec- 
retaries, clerks and relatives.”’

CITY HAS SURPLUS 
UF NEW TEAGHEHD 
SEEKING POSITION 


One-Third of 76 Young Wom- 
en Graduated From Normal 
school to Lack Places. 


INCREASED SALARIES 
KEEP FORCE INTACT 


Only 20 Per Cent of 169 
Qualified Colored Instruc- 
tors Can Find Classes. 


Washington has _ considerably 


more school teachers than it will 
be able to use during the forth- 
coming school year, according to 
indications yesterday. The result 
will be that many of them will have 
to get positions outside of Washing- 
ton, go into other work or else go 
jobless. 

There are 76 eligible applicants 
for teachers’ jobs in the white 
schools, They are the young women 
who were graduated from the Wil- 
son Normal school] either in June 
or February. 

How many of these 76 will get 
teaching assignments during the 
next school year, it is yet too early 
to say. The guess of one official 
is that at least a third of them will 
not be called. It all depends, of 
course, on the number of teachers 
who retire, marry and resign or 
who die. 


Salaries Attract Teachers. 


There was a time when school 
officials had to go outside of Wash- 
ington to get teachers, but that 
was before the salaries of teachers 
here were raised by Congress. 

Superintendent of Schools Bal- 
lou explained yesterday that the in- 
creased salaries had not only 
caused teachers to cling to their 
positions here, but had induced an 
ever-growing number of young 
women to flock to the Wilson Nor- 
mal school. The present surplus 
is a natural result. 

The ratings of normal 
graduates here, Dr. Ballou said, 
were unusually high. In the last 
graduating class at Wilson Normal 
school the highest rating was 95.68 
and the lowest 81.89. 


Colored Teachers. 


The number of graduates of the 
Miner Normal School for Colored 
Women who will have to seek posi- 
tions outside of Washington will 
be much larger than in the case of 
the white teachers, according to 
present indications. Garnett C. 
Wilkerson, assistant superintendent 
of schools in charge of the colored 
divisions, said yesterday that the 
number of Miner school graduates 
who were awaiting jobs here was 
169. He predicted that less than 
20 per cent of these would be 
called. 

The Miner Normal school is one 
of the outstanding institutions of 
its kind in the country, Mr. Wilker- 
son said, and the graduates are al- 
ways in demand.- Graduates who 
were unable to get positions here, 
he said, are now located in schools 
throughout the United States,
